Christian de Wet, one of the leaders of the South African re- 
bellion against the British government, who yesterday was 
found guilty of treason on eight counts, was today sentenced 
to six years' imprisonment and fined $5.00.^ 


Gen. de Wet headed a rebellion in the Orange Free State 


and Western Transvaal in .October, 1914; He was captured 
at Waterburg, British Buchuanaland, ancTplaced on trial June 
10 on a charge of high treason. The indictment against him 
covered alleged rebellious acts and seditious utterances. He 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of high treason, but guilty to a 
charge of sedition.
